AUDIT REPORT ON UNIVERSITY OF HYDERABAD FOR THE YEAR 1976-77 

I. Introductory — 

The University of Hyderabad was established under the University of Hyderabad Act, 1974. which came into 
force on 2nd October 1974. The first Vice-Chancellor assumed charge on 1st November 1974. 

The Executive Council decided in March 1975 to establish seven schools in various disciplines. Particulars 
of courses opened upto March 1977 and other details are as follows :

11 Purchase of back volumes of Periodicals * 

Dunng the peuod 1975-76 and 1976-77, the University placed crdeis on firms foi purchase of back volumes 
of periodicals valued at Rs 38 07 lakhs and Rs 12 88 lakhs lespectively A test check ol the records of the Univer- 
sity disclosed the following 

(z) The purchases of periodicals were stated to have been made on the basis of the leconmiendations of the 
woiking groups appointed by the Planning Boaid of the University. The purchases of periodicals re- 
lating to physics were test checked during audit with reference to recommendations of the relevant 
woi king group; purchases relating to other subjects could not however be subject to similai test 
check as the recommendations of the woiking group were not made available to rrnuit nil February 1978 
though called for (December 1977) 

(*/) During 1976-77, quotations weic invited from 6 to 9 finns (mostly six firms) foi the supply of back 
volumes of periodicals giving about th r ee weeks time foi then receipt The quotations weic opened 
as and when they weic jeceived ir contK vention of the normal procedure tor opening tenders cn ? 
specified date Tn the case of fiim W some of the quotations given earlier, were revised on 25th April 
1976 in such a way that it had become the lowest tenderer. This was accepted by the University w nh- 
oui giving opportunity to othei tei deis The value of orders placed on this fnm subsequent to the 
leceipl of revised quotations amounted to Rs. 4 36 lakhs. 

IN Purchase of Road Roller 

Tn October/November 1975, the Umveisity obtained quotations foi the supply ol load rollei 8/10 tonnes 
capacity for use m the laying of Gampus roads horn M/s. Garden Reach Woikshops, Calcutta for Rs. I 21 lakhs 
and from firm C A’ of H>derabad for Rs. 1 56 lakhs No order was, howcvci , placed on any of these firms. How- 
evei, in Maich 1977 older lor the supply of a Road roll ci foi Rs, 1 56 lakhs was made on a private firm TT on the 
giounds that 

(t) the Government of Andhta Pradesh had in September 1976 placed odet s / or the supply of 22 such road 
rollers with that linn at that rate, 

(») the bi and was probably the only road roJlei manufactured aftei a foreign model hd vmg larger coverage 
of aiea of the road, 

(///) it was powered by a 43 Horse Power, 2,000 RPM diesel engine whei eas the other brand had 33 to 35 -3 
Horse Power and 1,500 RPM. 

As the Garden Reach Workshops have been supplying ioad rollers in large numbers to government Depart- 
ments and othei s, the pui chase of a costlier ioad roller was not justified especially in the context of the University’s 
limited i equipments. 

IV. Purchase of Power Cables * 

In February 1977, the University placed an order on a limi foi the supply of cables of various sizes costing 
0 60 lakh. A scrutiny of the purchases disclosed that Finance advised that the laying of over head lines with 
Aluminium cables, as proposed initially, would be sufficient and it would be economical. However, the costlier 
cables were pui chased for laying underground lines on the ground that the maintenance cost of over head l ines would 
be quite heavy The laying of the costlier cable has resulted in an extra expenditure of Rs. 0 30 lakh 

V, Purchase oj Scientific equipment : 

During 1975-76 and 1976-77, Scientific Equipment worth Rs. 58 -65 lakhs were pui chased by the University. 
Though it was stated that they were purchased on the recommendations of the Expert Committee, the recommenda- 
tions were not produced foi scrutiny by Audit. These included Foreign equipment valued Rs. 39 -52 lakh received 
dm mg the peuod Septembei 1976 to Dccembei 1976. These have not been installed and put to use yet,

OBSERVATION OF THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL ON THE 
AUDIT REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1976-77 


T Introductory : 

Though the Executive Council decided to establish 7 Schools in various disciplines in March, 1975 approval 
of the Ministry of Education, Govt, of India for the same was received only in September, 1975. Immediately there- 
after, M.A./M.Phil. Courses were introduced in certain subjects from November, 1975 with the sssistflnce of some 
Central Institutions at Hyderabad. Due to the late staiting of these couises during the session 1975-76, they had 
to be extended upto December, 1976/January, 1977. However, admissions to the second batch of M.A. courses in 
English was made in July/August, 1976 as this course did not require any laboratory facilities. 

After the completion of the extended session of 1976-77 upto December, 1976/January, 1 977 s according to the 
decision of the Execuitve Council and Academic Council, the next batch of the students were to be admitted during 
July/August, 1977 to coincide with the admissions and terms of other Universities for the session 1977-78. Admi- 
ssion for M. A., M.Sc., M. Phil & Ph. D.to all the Schools except School of Environmental Geosciences (where the 
U.G .C. has advised that its starting may be deferred to the VI Plan were completed in August, 1977 and the courses 
were started on 8th August with the facilities provided by the Umveisitv, viz., buildings, loboratcnes st r fl etc. (ex- 
cept the courses for Computer Methods and Economics which ai e, foi the present, conducted in other Institutions). 

Though the Commission, to begin with, sanctioned two to three Senior posts for each School, being a new 
University, the recruitment of the staff had to be made very carefully and cautiously ensuring selection of the best 
candidates to hold sentoi positions. Morcovci , the University made efforts to make selective appointments to such 
of the Schools which it wanted to function according to certain priorities from the Session 1977-78. At the initial 
stage the appointments aimed at were of the Professors who according to the Statutes had to be members of the selec- 
tion Committee for recruitment ot Readers and Lecturers. Such a person in each School, it was felt, should be iden- 
tified and selected first, so that he could be associated with further recruitments in the School. 5 

Recruitment ofteaching staff according to the procedure prescribed by the Statutes involve elaborate processing 
such as advertising the posts, constitution of Selection Committees with the approval of various bodies, holding ol 
meetings of the Selection Committees after ascertaining convenience of the Visitor’s nominee and other experts on 
the Oommitetes. Statutory requirements necessitate the presence of all the members of Selection Committee (si? 
persons) at the time of the meetings. 

ft may be mentioned that ever since the approval of the Visiting Committee Report in March, 1977 by the 
U.G.C., the University has been making all efforts to fill up the faculty positions as early as possible. The U.G.C, 
has also advised that the starting of the School of Environmental Geo-Sciences may be deferred to the VI Plan. 

II. Purchase of Back Volumes And Periodicals 

(i) The recommendations relating to the purchase of Back Volumes of Journals and periodicals relating to 
Mathematics, Philosophy and Geosciences asked for by Audit on 17-2-1978 have since been produced 
to Audit and these have been returned by them stating that they have no remarks to offer. 

(zt) The trade of Back Volumes is highly specialised and only a few firms arc dealing in the sale of back 
volumes. The firms selected are the major dealers in the periodic?! tredc nnd for purpose of quotations 
six to nine firms were considered to be quite sufficient. 

(ill) Judged from the response of about 90% in the receipt of quotations, the period of three weeks time given 
for the purpose may be seento be adequate. There had been no complaints from any firm in this regard. 
No requests for extension of time w ere received from any firm. 
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Ov) The University in the initial stages had been functioning with new recruits and almost raw hands, resul- 
ting, in the kind of omissions noticed by the Audit It needs, however, to be mentioned that no date 
regarding the opening of the quotations on a specified date had been mentioned The suggestions of 
Audit in this connection have been carefully noted for compliance in future. 

(v) In response to enquiries regarding several periodicals, the him ‘A’ did not quote originally for the entire 
period desired by the University in several cases However, on their own accord, they supplemented 
the quotations covering the entire period, on 25-4-1976 Ho revision of offcis was received from any 
other firm. As then offer was the lowest, it was accepted 

In this connection it is mentioned that in two othei cases the film 'A" gave a further reduction of 10% on pur- 
chase of periodicals for total value of Rs 1,25,000/- and a reduction of 18 -4% on purchase of periodicals worth 
Rs. 46,960/- for items on which they were already the lowest amongst those who had quoted It may thus be seen 
that the orders wxrc placed on the firm only on consideration of economy and interest of the University 

The value of orders placed based on revised quotations was only Rs 97,085/- 

III. Purchase of Road Roller - — The University requned just one road roller, which, however, has to serve 
till the final development of the Campus, programmed in three phases which may extend for well over 1 5 yeai s This 
would also enable the University to do the Road Work departmental^ at much lowei rates than getting the work 
done through contractors It was, therefore, decided to go in for a road roller will strudy fabricated steel wheels 
rather than the one with cast iron wheels wffich are 1 lable to crack. M/S. Garden Reach Workshop who quoted for 
the letter type initially were addressed to cote for a road roller with fabricated wheels But they expressed their in- 
ability to quote for such a roller and hence they were not considered further Firm ‘A' however, repeated their 
offer in January and February, 1977. The rate quoted by them was higher than that quoted by Firm ‘B’ Further, 
on quality considerations also the Road Roller offered by Firm TT was selected 


The difference in cost between cast iron wheels and fabricated steel wheels, itself accounts substantially for 
the difference in prices between the Road Rollers offered by Firm L B’ and M/s Garden Reach Workshop. More- 
over the Government of Andhra Pradesh had eailier placed orders in September 1976 for supply of 22 such Road 
Rollers with firm ‘B\ with whom the University placed the order* The ordei was also placed at the same price 
accepted by the State Government This firm’s Road Roller is manufactured after a well known foreign model 
having an extra heavy duty gear box and having a larger coverage of the road than the Garden Reach Model, It 
is also powered by a stronger diesel engine of 43HP 2000 RPM whereas the Garden Reach Model has an engine of 
33 *5 HP 1 500 RPM It also has a shortei turning radius than the Garden Reach model. 

In view of the advantages mentioned above the purchase of the road i ollei with fabricated steel wheels by the 
University was justified. 

IV Purchase of Power Cables —Although the initial capital cost of laying over head power lines is cheaper 
than laying underground cables, undei ground cables with much less maintenance will work out to be more economi- 
cal m the long run as compared to over head power lines. Further, under ground cables are more reliable for continu- 
ity of power supply being less liable to brcak-doAvns, sabotage, natural calamities and accidents Aesthetically they 
will not spoil the beauty of the campus unlike overhead lines which would be messy. On the recommendations of 
the Monitoring Committee constituted by the University to advise it on the campus development, the Executive 
Council of the University have decided that underground cables should be adopted and overhead lines avoided as 
far as possible, ft is understood that the Osmania University and the Agriculture University in Hyderabad are 
also changing over to underground cables and the Andhra Pradesh State Electricity Board have also recently awarded 
a contract for changing overhead lines into underground cables for street lighting in Hyderabad city 

Taking all these factors into consideration laying undei giound aluminium cables instead of overhead lines was 
justified. 

V. Purchase of Scientific Equipment 

1. The amount of Rs 58 -65 lakhs representing the cost of imported scientific equipment relates to the two 
financial years 1975-76 and 1976-77. The purchases made during the period 1976-77 amount to Rs 10 -23 lakhs. 

2. The put chases made were based on the recommendations of a Committee consisting of six members, all 
eminent scientists, renowned in their field. The recommendations of this Committee were produced to the audit 
last year* The purchases made during the year 1976-77 were still mostly from the list already approved by the Co- 
mmittee referred to above 


The proceedings and recommendations of this Committee were also produced to an expert Committee on Maicb 
20 1976 appointed by the U G C. to consider the University’s request for allocation of funds and foreign exchange 
to*enable the University to import the equipment recommended by the expert committee. 
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The file containing proceedings and recommendations of the Committee has been misplaced. However, 
communications were addressed to all the members to whom the list of equipment purchased were also forwarded 
and the members were requested to state whether these item had been recommended by them for acquisition 
by the University of Hyderabad. Replies from all the members have since been received ceitifying to the 
above facts. 

These have been since produced to Audit and they have been returned by them stating that they have no re- 
marks to offer, 

3. Of the list of 5 items of equipment not installed at the time of the Audit, the Liquid Nitrogen Plant has since 
been installed. 

Whereas some equipment which did not need air-conditioned surroundings, have been installed and are in 
use, some of the sophisticated instruments can be installed only in air conditioned rooms. The Instrumentation, 
Centre building is fast coining up and it is expected that the remaining instruments would be installed by the end of 
August, 1978. The construction of this building was connected with trie finalisation of the Master Plan which for 
several reasons could only be done by December, 1977. 

It is also to be noted that most of the purchases of instruments were made on the prices prevailing in 1976 or 
even earlier. If the pruchaseshad been delayed to 1977 the University would have had to incur an additional ex- 
penditure of 25% at least as prices have been going up,
